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1. MARSHALL MAYS, PRESIDENT OF OPIC, VISITED GUINEA APRIL 12-18. 
DURING HIS STAY MAYS MET SEPARATELY WITH PRESIDENT SEKOU 
TOURE, MINISTER OF PLAN AND MINISTER OF MINES AND GEOLOGY. 

HE ALSO VISITED FRIGUIA ALUMINUM OPERATIONS AT KIMBO AND 
CBG BAUXITE PROJECT INCLUDING MINE SITE AT SANGAREDI AS WELL 
AS INDUSTRIAL PLANT AND PORT AT KAMSAR. IN ADDITION, HE 
VISITED ALUMINUM UTENSILS FACTORY IN CONAKRY. 

2. DURING RELAXED FRIENDLY HALF-HOUR MEETING, AFTER REVIEWING 
CIRCUMSTANCES OF GUINEA'S ACCESSION TO INDEPENDENCE, PRESIDENT 
SEKOU TOURE, WITH PRIME MINISTER BEAVOGUI PRESENT, ASSURED 
MAYS THAT GUINEA WOULD WARMLY WELCOME AMERICAN INVESTMENT IN 
ANY AREA. TOURE SAID IT IS A METTER OF HONOR FOR GUINEA 
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THAT PRIVATE COMPANIES WHICH INVEST IN GUINEA WILL NEVER 
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HAVE REASON TO REGRET THEIR ACTION. TOURE SAID GUINEA MAKES 
CLEAR DISTINCTION BETWEEN PRIVATE INVESTMENT AND COLONIALISM 
OR NEO-COLONIALISM, WHICH IT WILL NOT TOLERATE. HE STRESSED 
THAT GUINEA IS A TOUGH BARGAINER BECAUSE IT DOES NOT WISH 
TO AGREE TO ANY TERMS WHICH IT WOULD FIND NECESSARY LATER 
TO IGNORE OR ABROGATE. HOWEVER, ONCE AN AGREEMENT IS REACHED, 
ANY FOREIGN PARTNER COULD BE SURE THAT GUINEA WOULD FULLY 
HONOR ITS COMMITMENT. 

3. MINISTER OF PLAN ALIOUNE DRAME EXPRESSED GUINEA' READINESS 
TO WELCOME AMERICAN INVESTMENT IN ANY FIELD. HE SAID GUINEA 
GIVES HIGHEST PRIORITY TO DEVELOPMENT IN FIELDS OF AGRICULTURE, 
LIVESTOCK AND FISHING, AND WOULD WELCOME ANY PROPOSAL THAT 
ANY AMERICAN COMPANY WISHED MAKE IN THOSE AREAS. DRAME 
EXPRESSSED SATISFACTION THAT AN AMERICAN COMPANY, NEW 
ENGLAND FISHING, HAD MADE AN OFFER TO GUINEA FOR PARTICIPATION 
IN A FISHING INDUSTRY. IN INDUSTRIAL AREA HE ASKED FOR 
AMERICAN INVESTMENT IN CEMENT, MANUFACTURING TILES, FERTILIZER, 
PLASTICS, PAINT MANUFACTURING, CONTAINERS, PAPER AND JUTE BAGS. 
DRAME URGED THAT PROPOSALS BE AS CLEAR AND DETAILED AS 
POSSIBLE, SINCE GUINE DOES NOT HAVE QUALIFIED PERSONNEL 

OR EXPERTISE TO DRAW UP PROJECTS OR TO ANALYZE AND UNDERSTAND 
VAGUE PROPOSALS. 

4. MINISTER OF MINES AND GEOLOGY L AMINE TOURE EXPRESSED 
AGREEMENT WITH MAYS' OBSERVATION THAT IN ORDER FOR ALUMINUM 
TO REMAIN COMPETITIVE WITH POTENTIAL SUBSTITUTES, IT IMPORTANT 
TO KEEP PRICE OF RAW MATERIAL REASONABLE AND ALSO TO TAKE 
STEPS TO ENCOURAGE INCREASED USE OF ALUMINUM. L AMINE TOURE 
PROVIDED INFORMATION ON GUINEA'S BAUXITE PRODUCTION PLANS AS 
REPORTED CONAKRY 568. 

5. DURING VISIT TO FRIGUIA, MAYS WAS GIVEN DETAILED TOUR BY 
PLANT MANAGER CHERIF, ACCOMPANIED BY ENGINEERS. THESE OFFICIALS 
JOINED BY PERSONNEL DIRECTOR RESPONDED FULLY TO ALL QUESTIONS 
RAISED BY MAYS. GUINEANS WERE PARTICULARLY PROUD AT PACE 

OF AFRICANIZATION AND FACT THAT UNDER GUINEAN LEADERSHIP 
PLANT HAD MANAGED TO INCREASE PRODUCTION BY NINE PERCENT. 
PRESIDENT SEKOU TOURE LATER TOLD MAYS THAT HE HAD URGED GUINEAS 
TO TRY TO EXCEED EVEN THAT FIGURE DURING NEXT SIX MONTHS. 
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AT NO POINT DURING DISCUSSION WAS MATTER OF RULE OF ONE- 
THIRD RAISED (CONAKRY 515). 

6. MAYS WAS ACCOMPANIED FROM CONAKRY TO BOKE BY OFAB 
DIRECTOR MARCEL CROS AND THEN TAKEN ON CONDUCTED TOURE OF 
MINE SITE AT SANGAREDI AND INDUSTRIAL SITE AND PORT AT KAMSAR 
UNDER PERSONAL GUIDANCE OF CBG DIRECTOR JACOBS. AS AT 
FRIGUIA, MAYS WAS GIVEN OPPORTUNITY TO SEE ALL ASPECTS OF 
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OPERATION AND RECEIVED FULL ANSWERS TO ALL QUESTIONS ASKED. 

HE ALSO HAD OPPORTUNITY TO MEET WIDE VARIETY OF TECHNICAL 
AND ADMINISTRATIVE PERSONNEL AT RECEPTION AND DINNER 
HOSTED BY IACOBS AT KAMSAR. 

7. BEFORE DEPARTING CONAKRY, MAYS VISITED SOGIFAB GUINEAN 
FACTORY WHICH MANUFACTURES ALUMINUM UTENSILS AND ROOFING 
MATERIALS FROM ALUMINUM SHEETS SOLD AT CONCESSIONAL TERMS 
FOR GUINEAN CURRENCY BY HALCO. ONCE MORE GUINEAN MANAGERIAL 
AND TECHNICAL PERSONNEL WERE COMPLETELY OPEN IN EXPLAINING 
OPERATION.PROBLEMS AND POSSIBILITY FOR INCREASING PRODUCTION 
IF MORE ALUMINUM COULD BE PURCHASED AT SIMILAR TERMS. 

8. THROUGHOUT VISIT GUINEANS TOOK PAINS TO EMPHASIZE 
WILLINGNESS TO ENTER INTO AGREEMENT WITH AMERICAN INVESTORS 
FOR ACTIVITY IN ANY AREA PERTAINING TO COUNTRY'S DEVELOP- 
MENT, WITH ASSURANCE THAT INVESTORS' INTERESTS WOULD BE 
PROTECTED.
